Washington, Nov. 13—A __ brief 
cablegram to the State Department 


from Minister Rockhill, at Pekin, an- 
nounces the death of the Emperor of 
China tihs morning. No details are 
given, 

The late Emperor was 36 ye.rs old 
and hia health had long been i mat- 
ter of grave concern to the empire. 
The news of his death was suppressed 
until his nephew, Prince Puyi, aged 
three’, was taken to the palace by the 
Dowager Empress and installed on the 
throne. 

This wonderful old lady has been 
virtual dictator for the past gienera- 
tion. She ruled absolutely during 
the early years of the late Emperor's 
life, and when, backed by the Reform 
party, he asserted himself, she is sup- 
posed to have instigated the Boxer 
troubles, which resulted in power 
returning to her hands, She was the 

cunt of the Inte emperor, and \here 
seems no doubt that she will be able 
to force her selection as successor and 
continue to rule during the intent 
prince’s minority.

BUILDING PROJECT 


Edmonton School Board Plans Erec- 
tion Next Year of New High 
School Building—Report of Com- 
mittee Considering Question— 
increased Accommodation Is Re- 
quired—Réguiar Meeting of the 
Board.

YORK-POWELL HORSE 
DEAL CASE IN COURT 


Plaintiff Secures Judgmen: For $750 
—Sawyer Massey Co. Secures 
Judgment Against Badke, Al- 
though His Lordshia Thinks De- 
fendant Was Not Decentiy Treated 


The attention of Chiof Justice Sif- 
ton in the Supreme Court wae occu 


pied yesterday afternoon with the 
case of York vs. Powell. The plain 
tiff was suing Mr. Powell for $750, 


which was still owing on a note which 
had been signed to effect a final set 
tlement in their business transactions, 
The defendant asked to be released 
from payment on the ground that he 
entithed to some set-off, on 
count of n alleged advantage tha: 
had been taken of him by Mr. Arch, 
York in a horse deal. 

The evidence produced in the court 
for the plaintiff showed that a settle- 
ment of all transactions had been 


made between the parties on Febru- 
ary 16, 1905, anl that all but $900 of 
this had been paid by April 24, 1906,

Since that dace other = transactions 
had been entered into, and another 
settlement was effected in which 


Powell gave York three notes for a 
total of $2,100, Of these notes two 
nad been paid, and there was still an 
indebtedness of $750, for which the 
plaintiff had entered suit, 

The defence consisted evidence 
from Mr. Crawford and Mr, Twyford. 
of Lacombe, co-partners in the horse 
deals, and from Mr. Powell himself 
to show that the latter had been 
taken in for a sum oi money which 
he was not required to pay, and that 
this money had accrued to the bene- 
tit of Mr. York. The defendant al- 
tged that the statements that had 
been submitted to him of the trans- 
actions betore the settlements were 
incorrect, and he asked that the 
transactions be re-opened and that he 
be given eredit for any amounts that 
were tound to have been over-paid. 

His Lordship held that as there had 
been two setUlements since the horse 
jeals, where any inaccuracies in the 
statements should have been detect 
ed, he eould make po allowance for 
the defendant. Judgment was given 
for the paintift 

J. E. Wallbridge appeared for the 
plaintiff and C. F. Newell for the «de- 
fendant. 

The cage of Sawyer Massey Co. vs, 
Badke et al, which was postponed at 
the beginning of the week, came up 
this morning, with O. M. Biggar ap- 
pearing for the plaintiff company an 
C. F, Newell for the defendants. 

The circumstances of the case arc 
that the leferdant and his two bro- 
thers, who are experienced thresher- 
men, living on a farm neat Rawlf, 
bought a threshing outfit in July, 1905, 
trom the Sawyer Massey Co., of Ham- 
ilton, Ontario. The sum bargained 
for was $3,700, but the defendant re- 
fuses to pay on the plea that the out- 
fit has never worked satisfactorily
